"To tee Foreign Powers: The revo- 


lutionary 
government of the Philip- 


pines, which was constituted accord- 
ing to the scheme explained in the 
proclamation, dated June 23, in which 
the true causes of the Philippine revo- 
lution were set forth, 
has 
demon- 


strated that this popular movement is 
due to the unanimous desire for just 
laws by a people who aspire to prog- 
ress and perfection, and which can 
only be obtained by the one road to 
liberty. 


"This revolutidn actually dominates 


the provinces of Cavite, Bantangas, 
Bulacan, Bataan, Pampanga, Nuevue- 
Bulacan, Bataan, Pampanga, N7euvae- 
cija, Torlac, Pangasinan, Union, In- 
fanta y Zambales, and the capitol city 
of Manila. 
In these provinces there 


reign good order and 
perfect 
tran- 


quillity, laws are administered by au- 
thorities who were elected by the' peo- 
ple according 
to 
the regulations of 


organic decrees of July IS and 23. 


"The revolution also has some 9,000 


prisoners of war, and these are treated 
with all the usages and regulations of 
civilized warfare 
and humanitarian 


sentiment. On a war footing we have 
100,000 combatants organized in the 
form of a regular army. 


"In this condition the chiefs of com- 


munities in the beforemeutioned prov- 
inces, desirous of interpreting the sen- 
timents that animate those by whom 
they have been chosen, having pro- 
claimed the independence of the Phil- 
ippines, have requested the 
revolu- 


tionary government to 
entreat 
and 


pray of the foreign governments tho 
acknowledgment of the belligerency 
and independence of the Philippines. 


"To prove the complete security in 


which the Filipinos now live, how they 
are both able and willing to govern 
theniselves, the accompanying 
docu- 


ment, signed by the chiefs, is submit- 
ted with this appeal. 
Exercising the 


authority invested in me as president 
of the revolutionary government of the 
Philippines, and in the name and as 
representative of this people, I implore 
the aid of all the powers of the civil- 
ized world and beg them earnestly to 
proceed with the formal recognition of 
the belligerency of the Philippines and 
.Independence of the government. 


"The powers are the means desig- 


nated by providence to maintain the 
equilibrium between peoples, support- 
ing the weak and checking the strong, 
and thus by this means there will be 
realized complete justice and indefinite 
progress of humanity.

TO REORGANIZE VOLUNTEERS. 


Gen. 
allies' PJan 
Goes to the 
Depart- 


ment for Approval. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
23.—Maj.-Gen. 


Miles, commanding the army, has com- 
pleted his plan for the reorganization 
of the volunteer forces into corps, di- 
visions and brigades. 
This plan has 


been submitted to the war department 
for approval. The plan contemplates a 
reorganization of the volunteer force 
which has not been ordered mustered 
out, and designates an army of occu- 
pation for Cuba, provides for the re- 
lief of the army in Porto Rico and 
establishes a reserve to relieve 
the 


troops in the various islands which will 
be occupied by the "United States. 
It 


is known that the troops of the Seventh 
corps, now under Gen. Lee, will 
be 


designated to go to Cuba, and that the 
troops from the camps at Lexington, 
Knox'ville and Mddletown will be se- 
lected for Cuban duty. 


Sick Soldier* Are tost. 


Washington, Sept. 23.—One of the 


greatest sources of trouble.at the war 
department is the lost sick soldiers. 
All sorts of accidents and carelessness 
combine to make this list a long one. 
The volunteer regiments at Santiago 
did not make complete reports of tuc 
soldiers that were left there in 
hos- 


pitals. 
When the hospital ships ar- 


rived in this country the patients "/ere 
distributed to the hospitals 
of large 


cities and along the coast, and in a 
great many cases records 
were not 


kept. 
They ore slowly appearing in 


the form of bills that are rendered for 
attendance.

Washington, Sept. 23.—Eight thous- 


and petitions for discharge from serv- 
ice in the volunteer army are on file 
in the war department. 
This is nearly 


12 per cent of the 100,000 volunteers 
the president thinks it advisable to re- 
tain in the service to provide for emer- 
gencies. Gen. Miles said the petitions 
come from all grades of service from 
the private up. About twenty or thir- 
ty more were added personally to the 
list by Col. William Jennings Bryan, 
•who called on Gen. Miles. Col. Bryan 
presented the petitions of these men 
in regular fni-m.
